‘61 haven't, to tell you about John H. Nunn affectionately 
known to us as “Ski”. Ski a 6’5” er by the time he was 15 and 
strong like Hercules was at BRC before the school figured there 
might be something other than cricket to keep us occupied in the 
spring. He got his start in rowing at Cornell as a freshman 
when some bright spark figured out that someone built like him 
was a natural for the sport. Boy was he right! Ski had a great 
career there winning a bunch of NCAA 8s rowing titles but 
missing on the 64 Olympics when Cornell lost in the trials to 
the eventual gold medal winners.

Often alumni contact our office with questions about the 
Admissions procedure at Ridley today. Their questions are 
for their own children or children of friends. As a parent of 
two children, one approaching grade 9 and another of 
Middle School age, I visited the Admissions office to learn 
answers to those frequently asked questions. 


Q. My daughter is interested in grade 9 and I’d like to 
learn about grade 7 for my son. What is the first step? 


A. Call the Admissions Office at the school. They will 
send a school Prospectus and the new Ridley video with 
information about the academic and co-curricular activities 
at Ridley today. 


Next, arrange a visit to the campus. See the students in 
action and get an appreciation for the energy, the talents 
and the sense of fun our students possess. Often interested 
students spend a day going to classes and stay overnight in 
the dorms to better appreciate the wonderful opportunities 
available. 


Q. My daughter is in the enriched stream in the public 
sector. Will she be challenged in the same way? 


A. Undoubtedly she will be challenged. Ridley offers only 
the advanced, university preparatory curriculum of studies 
and the common denominator for all students is their 

intention to pursue higher education after graduation from 
Ridley. This shared intention helps create an environment 
which encourages and appreciates academic achievement.

On June 20, 1996, the space shuttle Columbia launched 
into space with seven crew members and a roster of forty- 
four scientific experiments to be performed over the next 
seventeen days during their 11 million kilometre journey. 
On board the shuttle was Dr. Robert Thirsk, a Canadian 
scientist and astronaut, 1,000 canola seeds and a question; 
‘Do seeds which have flown in space grow differently than 
seeds which have not?' Dr. Thirsk and the Canadian Space 
Agency invited classes from across Canada to help with the 
experiment that would answer this question, and the Middle 
School Grade Six class was accepted into the programme. 


Just before Christmas, 1996, we received our package 
from the CSA (Canadian Space Agency). Inside were direc- 
tions on how the run the experiment, with detailed expla- 
nations on building the light source, preparing the planting 
medium and the watering system, and what specific data 
had to be gathered as the experiment progressed. The pack- 
age also contained a packet of 25 space-flown canola seeds 
and a packet of 25 control canola seeds which had been left 
on the ground in Houston. 


With the help of Irene Murray of the maintenance 
department, we constructed a light rack that would have to 
be on for twenty-four hours a day for the next five months. 
We also put together a watering system that utilized wicks 
from each pot to a reservoir to ensure that the plants would 
not dry out, as daily watering was a requirement. 


On January 20, 1997, each student in the class planted 
a space-flown and a control seed and we turned on the 
lighting system. We maintained a data booklet on our seeds, 
gathering data on the number of seeds germinated after x 
days, cotyledon sizes, date of fourth true leaf, plant size 
( both height and width) over the next ten weeks up to full 
flowering, date of first flower and first seed pod, as well as 
the number of seed pods produced and the average number 
of seeds per pod. We had to move the lighting rack upward 
from six centimetres above the pots to over one metre by 
the time the plants were at full growth in mid-May. The 
final step was to compile and average our results, sending 
these to the CSA at the beginning of June. The CSA will 
be receiving such results from many other classes across 
Canada and will compile overall data averages to be for- 
warded to all participating schools in the fall of this year. 
Then we'll know how our data compared and most impor- 
tantly, whether the accelerations experienced during launch 
and descent, space radiation, and weightlessness have had 
any effect on the canola seeds. 
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The Canolab Experiment 


Grade 6 class aids in CSA research 


A few of the students collected seeds from the space- 
flown plant pods and have planted these to carry the experi- 
ment one step further. 


Canola seeds were chosen for this experiment because 
canola was developed in Canada and is an important cash 
crop for thousands of Canadian farmers. The CSA and its 
partners assured us that there were no safety risks associated 
with the space-flown canola seeds or the plants they pro- 
duced. 


Canolab is a cooperative educational venture sponsored 
by the CSA, Agriculture and Agri-Food Canada and other 
partners. The project functioned as a tool to introduce stu- 
dents to the scientific method, as well as impart knowledge 
about the space environment and plant biology. It gave us 
practical experience in hypothesis testing, decision making 
and data collecting. With this experiment, we helped the 
CSA test the hypothesis that environmental factors associ- 
ated with spaceflight may alter seed microstructure. 

There is no doubt that this part of our Grade Six pro- 
gramme has been a memorable one and it has been very 
exciting to be part of the CSA team for Canolab.

Ridley's 
association in the Fulford League can be traced back to the 
little big four of original members of the independent 
schools! association. Each term, schools compete for the 
prestigious Fulford trophy in both the junior and senior 
divisions. While excellence is found within both age 
eroups, the senior category displays some of the best 
debaters throughout the province. For the past two years 
Ridley has excelled at that level. Amy LeMar '96 and 
Nicola McLaughlin '98 have brought distinction to the 
school in the field of debating- Amy captured first place 


individually last year while Nicola garnered third place at 
the winter Fulford 1997. 


The team of Lynne Chlala'97 and Gowan Tervo '98 
brought further distinction to the school this year by win- 
ning the Fulford Cup at the senior level. This tandem has 
made a tremendous impact upon debating throughout the 
independent schools. In October, they competed against 
top debaters from throughout the world at the annual 
GC Independent Schools! Invitational Public 

peaking Competition hosted by Branksome Hall in 
Toronto. In a room packed with high emotions, the Ridley 
pair convinced the judges of their arguments in the cross- 
examination category. The resolution before the house was: 
No principle justifies the taking of a life. As Prime 
Minister, Gowan led the charge by introducing the resolu- 
tion, aided ably by his Minister of the Crown, Lynne. 
Gowan also reached the finals of the parliamentary round, 
finishing fourth overall. 


This activity draws some of the best and the brightest stu- 
dents from all of the independent schools and the competi- 
tion is intense. There is no doubt that some of the individ- 
uals involved will eventually have careers which feature 
the skills of debate and public speaking; perhaps some may 
eventually become parliamentarians. It is a credit to the 
students of Ridley that they are able to compete and 
indeed, excel at that level. 


While competition is certainly a major component of 
debate at the Fulford level, so too is camaraderie. A 
tremendous feeling of shared accomplishment exists 
mongst the debaters who gather together to represent

a cogent, coherent manner. Relief and support is there for 
all. As well, great friendships are formed in a short span of 
time, bringing together people with diverse and unique tal- 
ents. True appreciation is shown for the top debaters regard- 
less of school. 


Ridley has been fortunate to place debaters in the winners' 
circle in many competitions over the past two years. Our 
students have been featured in the showcase debates which 
pit the top four debaters against one another in a forum 
viewed by all students, coaches, and judges alike. At the last 
Fulford Cup at the University of Toronto Schools this 
spring, the team of Lynne Chlala and Gowan Tervo won 
that event in convincing style to the appreciation and admi- 
ration of the great audience assembled. It was a fitting end 
for the team which has garnered so many honours for the 
school; graduation for Lynne signals the end for that part- 
nership. 


While Ridley has graduated several great debaters recently, a 
thriving debating society on campus ensures that the future 
looks bright as well. Promising juniors, and eager seniors are 
ready to tackle the challenge of debating in the coming year. 
With hard work, concentration, and determination, future 
success in the Fulford Cup is attainable. The school has pro- 
vided great support to this worthwhile activity over the 
years, and in turn, it has been rewarded by many great dis- 
plays. Long may that Ridley tradition continue.

As Blanka Cechova reported in her article in the last issue of 
Tiger, academic standards at European high schools seem higher 
than in Canada. While this may be true in many cases, | cer- 
tainly found exceptions. For example the Biology classes I took 
at Ridley gave me well-founded knowledge for Biology classes | 
attended in Germany during the March break. In Germany the 
syllabus covers more than what is required at Ridley but the lack 
of review days and exams (except those taken for graduation) 
means students in Germany forget what they have studied 
quickly. The curriculum at Ridley definitely improves a student’s 
ability to memorize and retain knowledge. 


The Ridley school system also provides a better balance between 
academics and athletics and students are, in general, much more 
dedicated to their school. Even our day students spend full days 
on campus starting with Chapel, then classes and sports and 
evening study. When I compare the sports activities at Ridley 
with those at the Christianeum in Germany | can see a tremen- 
dous difference. The sports program at home is more like the 
Ridley Phys. Ed. program with sports only twice per week. 
Students are engaged in sports far less. At Ridley sport is com- 
petitive and our teams get professional equipment and excellent 
coaching.

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Ridley College has always believed that swimming should be a part of the Ridley experience. Our modern sports philoso- 
phy insists that everyone at the school should at least know the basics. Whether just knowing the basics or competing 
against the best is an idea that has been with us for well over a century. Perhaps it was because the school has always been 
near the water that led to this belief or perhaps it was just good sense. In any event, as the Staples Pool nears its 60th birth- 
day, few Ridleians today realize that it is in fact the 4th facility to cater to this life-long sport. That 1997 witnessed a banner 
year in the water is clearly no accident. 

~~ Within a year of the founding of the school in 1889, a crib was built into 
» “ the side of the bank on the old Welland Canal. (See left) This seems to 
have been a purely recreational facility and while there were races in the 
canal, no records actually remain. The Ridley College Canoe Club was in 
fact the most active water sport in the 1890s and ACTA 1891 records the 
following poem with its allusions to both sports. 









Then paddle your own canoe 

On the Welland Canal so blue 
I’m off, in faith to have a bathe 

In the water so clear and blue. 





Ain 1895, ACTA describes an incident when some boys snuck out of 

the school after lights and descended the bank for a midnight swim. 
Hearing noises, the M.O.D. went down to investigate. The boys made their escape up 

the bank and back into the school through a ground floor window, but in their haste, they abandoned 

their stockings on the dock. The names on their stockings proved their undoing and the next morning they were summoned 
to Dr. Miller’s office for what was reported as “the usual”. How long the canal crib actually lasted is unknown. Damage by 
spring ice and the wash of passing ships took their toll. Its fate was sealed by the turn of the century. 

The new school opened on the west side of the canal in 1905. Behind the school, a tributary of the Twelve Mile Creek 
was shored up with a cement retaining wall, (see above) creating the second outdoor recreational pool for the boys. This 
retaining wall did not last long either but the photo from 1906 proves its existence. The dip in the land behind Arthur

In the Fall of 1910 the New Gym (called the Old Boys Gymnasium) was officially opened. It was considered a state-of- 
the-art building. In the basement it boasted a 6 x 20 yard swimming tank reputed to have been the best in the province for 
its time. It was not long before Annual Swimming and Diving Championships emerged as a Ridley tradition. The first of 
these took place in 1915 when Junior, Intermediate and Senior champions were named. 


These contests were not consecutive however. The tank leaked periodically and it was frequently out of commission. 
Moreover, the cold tap water could not have encouraged lengthy pool sessions. Three lengths (60 yards) seems to have deter- 


mined the Senior Champion for most of the years between 1915 and 1938. This pool is better known to the oldest generation 
of Ridleians however, when it was drained in 


June to be decorated as the ‘sitting out’ place 
for the annual Cadet Ball.

New Legislation Encourages Philanthropy 


This spring Ridley received an anonymous 
gift from a very well informed benefactor who 
took advantage of changes announced in the 
recent federal budget. The government made 
it possible to donate appreciated property to 
Ridley College and receive both a tax credit 
and a partial exemption from tax on the capi- 
tal gain. 


A donor who has appreciated securities (like 
publicly traded stock), which would trigger a 
large taxable capital gain if sold, can now 
donate the shares to Ridley, receive a tax 
credit based on fair market value, and be 
exempted from half of the capital gains tax 
that would otherwise apply. 


ONE POSSIBILITY 
Michael I. has in his stock portfolio shares he 
bought years ago at $5.00 a share. They are 
now trading at $25.00 but pay very little as a 
Oiivisen: annually. Michael decides to sell 
4,000 shares and donate the proceeds to 
Ridley. Unfortunately, he still has to pay tax 
on 75% of the capital gain. This means: 
$100,000 - $20,000 = $80,000 capital gain @ 
75% = $60,000 taxable income @ 50% mar- 
ginal tax rate - $30,000 tax payable. 


After making a generous donation Michael 
has to pay $30,000 in tax! The $100,000 tax 
receipt produces a $50,000 tax credit and can 
be used to offset the capital gains tax leaving 
only $20,000 as a tax credit to reduce regular 
taxes.

Michael donates the highly appreciated 
shares directly to the Ridley College 
Foundation rather than selling them himself. 
The managers of the Foundation endowment 
fund are directed to sell the shares and estab- 
lish a scholarship to support at Ridley. Ridley 
gets the same $100,000 gift but Michael’s tax 
iability is reduced because only 37.5% of the 
capital gain is taxed. This means: $100,000 - 
$20,000 = $80,000 capital gain @ 37.5% = 
$30,000 taxable income @ 50% marginal rate

When the cracks in the iron curtain started to widen under the 
pressure from both people and politics, we all sat back in 
wonder and watched. How many of us can still picture in 
our mind’s eye the youth of Berlin standing on top of “the 
wall” with picks and hammers in hand taking swings at the 
physical manifestation of world politics gone momentarily 
mad. The world most of us had grown up in was changing in 
ways that few of us could understand at the time. No doubt 
even few of us have come to understand it since. 


The pessimists said that it could never happen, would never 
happen. East could never meet west. The USSR would 
never open its doors to the west. The fact that the house was 
falling down around the door seemed to make no difference. 
Well, ever the optimist, I walked through the door and 
found myself living in the Republic of Kazakhstan. For those 
of us who did not pay enough attention in geography class, 
Kazakhstan sits on the western border of China, on the 
southern border of Siberia and to the north of India. 
Roughly seven time the size of France, Kazakhstan is home 
to 17 million people of all descriptions. Joseph Stalin used 
the country as his favourite destination for undesirables so it 
is hot uncommon to meet people with family ties to all areas 
of eastern Europe. The capital city of Almaty, where I live, is 
home to over a million Kazakhs. Ghengis Khan is perhaps 
the most infamous Kazakh ever and a revered figure in 
national history. His success in conquest stands in stark con- 
trast to the more recent history his descendants have lived. 


Moscow exerted absolute control in the country despite its 
distance from the centre of the Soviet world. The oil and 
natural gas reserves held within Kazakhstan’s borders rival 
those of the middle east and were heavily exploited by the 
central government. (Western oil companies now consider 
this country one of the most significant development areas 
left. One of these companies is even run by a Saint Andrew’s 
grad!) The fact that a great deal of the Russian space pro- 
gramme was based here also kept the country under tight 
Soviet control. Ballistic missile silos, satellite tracking sta- 
tions and weapons-grade nuclear production facilities literal- 
ly dot the map. Most of these are now in an alarming state 
of disrepair but international efforts have begun to address 
the problem, so hope is not totally lost for the environment. 
All levels of government were also controlled by Russian cit- 
izens with little power being vested with the local popula- 
tion. With the recent turn of events this has changed of 
course, and the Kazakhs have been swift to change the face

Greetings from Kazakhstan 


Terry Powell ‘82 writes of his recent career moves 


of government. It is interesting to watch the delight that 
some Kazakhs take in the new order of things. 


So what am I doing here? Why am I so far from the part of 
the world that makes sense? Well, with the influx of west- 
ern business came the need for western styled hotels, and 
that is where I fit in. Originally, | came here to help run a 
5-star hotel being run by an Austrian hotel company that 
had entered into a joint venture with a local “business 
group.” I was truly amazed at what I found when J arrived. 
An absolute oasis of luxury in what was otherwise a region 
void of such standards. There was no question that the 
intended market was the western business traveler as one 
day’s room rate was more than any staff member made in a 
month. T-bone steaks, cable TV, double espresso and west- 
ern newspapers were all new to the local market but greatly 
appreciated by the guests and the ex-pats who had been liv- 
ing in Almaty prior to the hotel’s construction. It is still a 
tourist attraction even after being open for over a year. 
Every weekend sees local families coming through the front 
door and simply looking around at what can be done. No 
wonder, when you look at the architecture everywhere else 
in town. Soviet architects made no attempt to marry aes- 
thetics to function in this town. Buildings that are twenty 
years old here look in worse shape than buildings two hun- 
dred years old elsewhere. 


Everything was going along nicely for me until I was 
approached by the general manager of a competing hotel 
due to open in Almaty at the end of 1996. I was asked to 
take on the number two position in the operation and an 
opportunity I eagerly accepted. Well, remember that “busi- 
ness group” I was working for. They did not think that my 
leaving their employ was such a good idea for various rea- 
sons. Keep in mind that the western definition of “business 
group” is not the same as an eastern one. The only option 
left to me was to quite literally get out of the country as 
soon as possible with as little fuss as possible. 


Not to be outdone I returned to Almaty about a month 
later, and I am now involved in a project that will bring the 
adventure traveler yet another world-class recreational 
facility. The Chimbulak Ski Resort is located 40 minutes by 
car from Almaty in the Tien Shan Mountains. Highlighted 
by the 7000M Khan Tengri peak, the Tien Shan mountains 
are a spur of the Himalayas that separates Kazakhstan from 
its neighbours to the east and south. The facility was the

Interest developed at Ridley takes a grad to Malawi 


Returning to Canada at the beginning of this year after 
spending two years as the project officer for Canadian 
Physicians for Aid and Relief - Malawi (CPAR-Malawi) felt 
like the end of a path I started in grade twelve at Ridley. It 
was in grade twelve, in a history class with Mr. Lewis, that I 
first took a serious interest in a country in the Southern 
Hemisphere: for my scrapbook I focused on Mozambique and 
their civil war that began in the 1970s. For the next eight 
years my interest deepened. 


At university, my interest in development intensified and 
was Clarified. I participated in the 1991 World University 
Services of Canada (WUSC) seminar to Botswana, did talks 
about my summer in Southern Africa with a few groups in 
Canada and learned more about the politics of Mozambique. 
At the same time, | began to think seriously about with 
what type of overseas organization I really wanted to work. 


When I learned of the opportunity to work with CPAR- 
Malawi, it appeared to be the perfect job because of my 
nterests, what I studied at Dalhousie and the type of organi- 
zation it was. The organization needed someone to write 
programme proposals, meet with donor representatives and 
work with field officers on the implementation of projects. I 
could do that; I wanted to do that. As for the organization, 
the country office was mostly Malawian, had almost five 
years of experience doing what it did and was working in 
sectors addressing mostly health and environmental prob- 
lems. It was a good combination. 


I became nervous about the job as my departure date 
approached. In the Toronto office of CPAR I remember ask- 
ing a programme officer with years of experience, “But how 
are projects started?” Although his answer reassured me at 
the time, I did wonder during my flight to one of the most 
economically poor countries in the world, how the two years 
would go. 


In short, the two years went well. | contributed to the devel- 
opment of CPAR’s water and sanitation, agro-forestry, AIDS 
awareness and nutrition projects. That was made possible 
because | was working with the field officers and coordina- 
tors, listening to them, learning from them. I could write 
clearly than my co-workers, but they knew how to 

ake projects successful with communities. Field officers and 
I were good teams in a number of sectors.

One team that was particularly good was the one working on 
agro-forestry. The coordinator and | were a strange mix: his 
background was in banking and I graduated from university 
with a degree in Political Science. It didn't matter, however. 
He liked working with communities and was incredibly 
adept at learning about agro-forestry techniques and | could 
put the ideas into words and charts. How we complimented 
each other became particularly clear at meetings with donors 
and other organizations working in agro-forestry. I enjoyed it 
in particular when we were asked, in a positive way, after 
one meeting with people who specialize in agro-forestry, 
“What are your backgrounds in agro-forestry? “ They were 
surprised to hear about our respective backgrounds, but 
agreed with our jestful comment that ultimately everything 
boiled down to economics and politics. 


A run-in with a Land Rover while I was on my bicycle forced 
me to leave Malawi prematurely. The departure feels particular- 
ly premature when | think about projects like agro-forestry. For 
instance, will the Kangamwana Women’s Group get the dairy 
cattle that they have asked for a loan to buy? They have been 
growing fodder to feed them for over five years. Will the people 
of Mzumanzi village be assisted in learning and developing the 
agro-forestry practices they wish to use so that they don’t have 
to use as much inorganic fertilizer, the price of which has risen 
greatly during the past two years? Hopefully, I will have the dis- 
cipline to do a little from here. As for Mozambique, | managed 
to cycle through the country with two buddies during the 
Christmas of 1995. People displaced by the civil war were reset- 
tling their land and we made it through the country without 
hitting any landmines.
